The Quinte Hastings Recrea- 
tional Trail, o 200 mile system 
of hiking paths running from | 
Lake Ontario to Algonquin

_ We read in Monday's Globe and Mail of the tons of salt 
laden snow dumped into Toronto bay over the week-end, and 
we quote. "The brownish colored snow, removed from the 
sidewalks and roadways----turned the murky lake waters brown". 

Lake Ontario is our lake, too, dammit! ! What makes those 
Toronto folk think they can pull a stunt like this with impunity. 

In November, Ontario's Minister of the Environment, 
George Kerr, warned that salt spread on roads to melt snow 
has resulted in a chloride increase of up to 300 per cent in 
river basins which drain the Metro area. Therefore permission 
to dump at Mimico Creek was refused. (Use the Lake instead-- 
it's bigger!) 

David Caverly, manager of the Ontario Water Resources 
Commission in typical bureaucratic fashion, sleepily states 
that there's no cause for alarm--that it isn't a very serious 
problem yet, though admitting it could become serious in 
TIME. Isn't it TIME to wake up, or will the Water Resources 
boys say, when the Lake has become unfit for human use——

First, we have to persuade 
ourselves that this country can 
offer us a great deal more in the 
future than it has in the past. | 
We must be able to assure the 
Indians that the future offers 
them nation-wide programs of 
income security, educational 
and cultural equality, and the 
freedom and encouragement to 


experiment and innovate. 


Second, we must be absol- | 
utely realistic about whot we | 
propose. Never was if more im- 
portant that we promise” nothing 
we cannot deliver. Complex | 
problems will not disappear un- 
der o magic wand. 


Usually the Indian Reserve 
is so small that to develop it as 
an economic unit would not be 
feasible or financially sound. 
In such cases is resettlement 
the answer? Materially, the | 
Indian may eventually be shown 
to have gained from resettle- 
ment. Culturally gnd spiritually,|

prove to have an opposite effect. 
However, with region plan- | 

ning this difficulty could be 

overcome. This, again, isa 

new approach to the problem, 

and hopefully, o solution. 

In the past, the Government 


took a rather detached view of 
the situation. Now, it is time 
for the Indian Band, with an 
on-site view, to come up with 
proposals geared to their special 
circumstances. 


There are, at least, three 
avenues through which develop- 
ment may be encouraged: 


(I) In conjuction with pres 
ent economic opportunities 
within commuting distance 
from the Reserve. 


(2) The establishment of sec- 
ondary industries on the Re- 
serve itself. 


(3) The development of pri- 
mary industry and use of 
the natural resources with- 
in the Indian Reserve. 


It might be well to elabor- 
ate on these briefly in the re- 
verse order named. 


In southern Ontario, parts 
of the Reserves have prime ag- 
ricultural lands. Much of it is 
lying idle. The individual al- 
lotment of land is too small to 
make farming economically pro- 
fitable. 
ons still interested in farming 
and husbandry. Here, the an- 
swer may be through co-opera- 
tives. By the pooling of land 
and resources, a large enough 
unit or units could be formed to 
make farming worthwhile. 


There ore many Indi- 


Secondary industries can be 
developed on Reserves near or 
adjacent to industrial communi- 
ties. The potential is there, ond 
the human resources are there. 
With a little help ond guidance, 
these two could be brought to- 
gether for the benefit of both 
communities. There are econ- 
omic development officers in the 
Indian Department whose First 
requisite seems to be a feasibil- 
ity study ond so much red tape 
has to be gone through that bud- 

-ding enterprises usually die be- 
fore they con get started. 


In southern Ontario, many 
Reserves are near urban centres 
with the resulting job opportun- 
ities. A concerted effort must 
be made, and made immediately, 
to take advantage of these job 
opportunities. This may be 
done by o close liaison with 
employers, shop unions ond 


building trades. It would not 
take much time and effort to 
assess the manpower resources 
available on the Reserves. In 
the past, this has been left en- 
tirely up to the individual Ind- 
ion, which is commendob le, 
but considerable assistance con 
be given to make better use of 
the manpower potential avail- 
able from the Reserves. The 
Indian Department has employ- 
ment officers on their staff who 
could and who should be doing 
this liaison work, but whose du- 
ty seems to be to refer any Ind- 
ion looking for work to the local 
o nearest manpower centre. 
So long as these positions are 
held by men hot interested in 
the end result of their » 
will remain just a routine 
Get along with the minimum 
amount of effort, fill out the 
necessary reports and that's 
Perhaps if the se positions were 
placed under the control of 
some agency responsible to the 
Bond Councils, these employ- 
ment officers would have to 
produce results or else.

As of January 1, 1972 residents aged 65 and over are 
exempt from paying Ontario Health Insurance premiums to 
cover themselves and their eligible dependents. To benefit 
from this exemption, insurance may be transferred to the 
name of the older spouse if it is presently in the name of a 
spouse under age 65. 

Most residents aged 65 years and over have already 
applied for premium-free coverage, but if you have not 
done so, please write to the Plan giving your Ontario 
Hospital Insurance number, your OHSIP number, and 
month and year of birth: 

Persons who turn 65 after January 31, 1972, should 
apply atthetime for free coverage. If you pay your premium 
on a direct basis, write to the Plan for an application. 
If you pay through a group, advise your group. Prem- 
ium-free coverage will take effect onthe first day of the month 
in which your 65th birthday occurs. Any premiums paid to 
cover benefit periods beyond that date will be refunded. 


PREMIUM ASSISTANCE 
(After 1-year Residence in Ontario) 
Effective with the benefit month of April, 1972, individuals 
and families with no taxable income for the year 1972 are 
eligible, on application, for 100% Ontario Government prem- 
jum assistance. 

Individuals with less than $1,000 taxable income in 1972, 
and families with total taxable income of under $2,000 are 
eligible for 50% premium assistance. This will reduce the 
monthly premiums to $5.50 for such individuals (instead 
of $11.00) and to $11.00 for an eligible family (instead of 
$22.00) 

Taxable income is the amount on which a person pays 
income taxes, after subtracting from his total income all 
exemptions and other deductions to which he is entitled. 


Note: If you remit your premiums on a direct basis, 
details on Premium Assistance will be mailed with 
your next Premium Notice. Residents enrolled in 
groups will be informed through their groups.

The Plan will provide each insured single person and each insured head of a family witha 
new Ontario Health Insurance Identification Card to use for insured services received on 
or after April 1.

| However, it would require some 
corporate set-up to handle the 
finances. This might entail the 
right to use and occupy land on 
a Reserve. To get around this, 
the Indian Department has been 
using what is called a "head 
lease" or partial or conditional 
surrender. This idea is repug- 
nant to the Association's memb- 
ers and they are very adamant 
that there shall be no more 
Surrenders of their land, condi- 
tional, partial or otherwise. 
Also under the present 
Assessment Act, the municipal - 
ity in which the Reserve is sit- 
uated claims the right to tox 
the improvements made by any- 
one on a Reserve who is not a 
member of that Band. This re- 
duces the rental of the land to 
the Indian, and consequently 
the Band Councils have been 
very reluctant to let outsiders 
on the Reserve even for devel- 
opment of it. The Association 
maintains that the legislation 
allowing the municipality to do 
this is ultra vires of the Provin~- 
cial Government but again, the 
Federal Government has been 
very reluctant to do anything 
about it.

However, if the Associa- 
tion is going to be the agency 
to start these programs, it will 
see to it that any corporate 
structure will be entirely Indian 
controlled. The Indian “Act 
will have to be amended to give 
such corporate structure a lim- 
ited membership in the Band 
with the corresponding right to 
use and occupy land on ony 
Reserves involved. 

Since the Federal Govern- 
ment has the total economic 
responsibility for the welfare 
of the Indians, the Government 
should finance such a corpora - 
tion. To be assured of financial 
assistance, the Federal Govern- 
ment should declare all Indian 
Reserves depressed areas, mak~- 
ing them eligible for financial 
aid applicable to such areas. 


These matters should be 
the subject of serious consul- 
tation with the Government and 
should be undertaken as soon as 
possible.

King’s Kiddytown 
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Algonquin trail 


Over twenty people are 
currently employed on the 
Quinte-Algonquin trail project 
which recently received a 
federal grant of $425,900 good 
until the end of May. 

Grant Harvey, project 
administrator, says there may 
be as many as 40 working on 
the project by the end of this 
month, and that the total num- 
ber of jobs available may be 
increased because of money 
budgeted for the months of 
November and December, which 
if not used, will have to be 
forfeited. Work progress will 
depend largely on the weather, 
Mr. Harvey stated. 

Offices for the administra~ 
tion of the project have been 
set up in Picton, for Prince 
Edward County, in Belleville, 
serving the area from the Bay 
of Quinte to Highway 7, and 
at Gilmour, serving the northern 
areas. 

Of the staff currently em- 
ployed six are involved in admin- 
istration and eighteen in initial 
research and surveying. Ten 
researchers are working in 
North Hastings.five in Prince 
Edward County and five in the 
Belleville area. At present, 
the surveying staff is involved 
in planning the route, consulting 
with conservation authorities, 
municipal authorities, and 
tourist associations. They ore 
negotiating with farmers and 
other landowners, across whose 
land the trail will run. 

The Quinte-Algonquin trail 
project intends to follow the 
Bruce Trail Association practice 
of not providing any written 
legal agreements with land- 
owners regarding land use on 
crossings, nor do they accept 
any obligation of public liabi- 
lity for which insurance coverage 
would be required. 

The Bruce Trail Association 
found, as did the Appalachian 
Trail system after which the 
Bruce Trail manual is patterned 
that verbal agreements regard- 
ing land use and crossings are 
entirely adequate and most 
landowners already have liobi- 
lity insurance for their own 
protection.

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‘agreement 
almost final 


With a formal agreement about to be drawn up between the 
Town of Deseronto and the Tyendinaga Reserve for fire protection, 
it is thought that the tensions between the two bodies may be 
eased somewhat. A meeting will be held Thursday night between 
Deseronto's Fire Committee ond Chief Hill and his Council. 

The east end of Tyendinaga Reserve has had no fire protection 
for almost two years, when the service was withdrawn by Deseronto 
The west end is served from Point Anne. On March 4th, 1970, a 
letter was sent from the Town of Deseronto to Chief Hill, stating 
“Please be advised that we are unable to supply your Reserve 
with fire protection, due to the condition of our fire-fighting 
equipment". Be that as it may, the east end of the Reserve was 
left literally high and dry, and six houses have been destroyed by 
fire during that time. Concern was mounting amongst the resid- 
ents of the Reserve, that this situation might be allowed to con- 
tinue, and a petition had been circulated to be presented at this 
Wednesday's Band Council Meeting. 


Previous to March 1970, the Town had for many years prov- 
ided protection, but only by verbal agreement. A set rate was 
charged, and monies always collected. Unfortunately, the 
termination of this service was preceded and followed by misund- 
erstandings. We hope these will be cleared up now. 

The Reserve has requested fire protection for a temporary 
time only ~ for six months, or longer, until their Fire-fighting 
unit is fully operational. 

Last winter a fire pumper was purchased by the Band Council 
and courses of instruction for fire-fighters were begun in May by 
James McVicker of Deseronto. As second in command of the 
naval fire-fighting units on the West Coast during World War II 
he is well qualified for his post as instructor, and will merely : 
turn out a crew of well-trained fire-fighters. 

The course of instruction had to be discontinued when it 
was found that the pumper needed extensive engine repairs. 
Because of the cost of repairs, the purchase of a necessary tank 
truck was stalled, but the Band is at Present awaiting the arrival 
of the tank truck. As soon.as it arrives, courses for firemen will 
be resumed, Mr. McVicker stated, and training should be com- 
pleted a couple of months from that time. 

It is just possible that a time may come when the Deseronto 


fire-fighters may appreciate having assistance from a crew of 
well-trained men from the Reserve.

It is likely that, ina 
year's time, ten of Deseronto's 
senior citizens will be estab- 
lished in brand-new apartments 
in the complex to be built by 
Ontario Housing Corportation. 
At Monday night's Council 
meeting, councillors examined 
copies of the survey report 
which was taken by O.H.C. 
last fall, and voted to petition 
O.H.C. to proceed. The 
motion read as follows: 
RESOLVED that Ontario Hous- 
ing Corporation be requested 
to provide rental housing acc- 
ommodation on a geared-to- 
income basis for senior citizens 
in the Town of Deseronto, such 
rental housing accommodation 
to comprise 10 one-bedroom 
units, as indicated in the sur- 
vey of need and effective de- 
mand dated December, 1971. 


The Corporation of the Munic- 
ipality of Deseronto hereby 
undertakes and agrees to con- 
tribute 74% of any annual 

loss arising out of the operation 
of the said senior citizen 
housing. 


LOCAL INITIATIVES PROGRAM 
Under the federally fin- 
anced local initiatives program, 

municipalities are eligible for 
special grants for local im- 
Provements, if they apply before 
the January 31st deadline. 

With this object in mind, 
Council heard from Wes Nesbitt, 
monager of the Napanee Branch 
of Canada Manpower, who 
explained the terms to council. 

After some discussion, 
Council resolved to make on 
application For one or more 
special projects, the major one 
being the installation of water 
mains in the west end of town, 
where present installations are 
inadequate. Streets Committ- 
ee Chairman, Jim McVicker 
stated, that at the present time, 
there is only one main supply- 
ing the west end - from Mill 
Street to Green Street on 
Thomas. The proposal is to 
loop the main from Mill St. to 
Green St. on Dundas, and 
possibly, if time permits, to 
take the main further, from 


‘ 


Brant to Pearl Street. 

Under the terms of the fed- 
eral program, all projects must 
be completed by May 3 lst, at 
which time sources of funds are 
cut off. 

Another possible project 
under discussion by Council was 
the filling in of the Ravine at 
the west end of Centennial Park. 

The federal fund will pay 
labour costs, plus 17% of that 
amount for materials and mach- 
inery rental. 

Councillor McVicker thought 
that the water main extension 
project would employ between 
15 and 20 men from the middle 
of February until the end of May. 

As Chairman of streets, 
Councillor McVicker reported 
that the large tractor was in 
need of extensive repairs. He 
recommended thot it be given a 
complete overhaul at this time 
and that a new mower be pur- 
chased for it, in time for spring ~ 
clean-up operations. He also 
recommended that a third man 
be hired on a permanent basis. 


FIRE PROTECTION FOR

Fire and Police Committee 
Chairman, Ed Gordanier, 
reported to Council that last 
Thursday night an offer of fire 
protection was extended to the 
Mohawk Band Council, which 
was accepted, though not 
formally ratified by the Band 
Council. The terms of the 
agreement included an overall 
charge of $75 for the first hour 
(including men ond equipment), 
with no standby charge, to be 
effective from January 21st, 
1972 to January 1973.

They 
keep the rodents' population 
under control; without them the 
mice and rabbits would destroy 
even much more of our crops 
and young trees. Just ask the 
farmers ond tree planters in 
Pittsburgh and Howe Island what 
these pests did to their land 
two years ago. 

It is true, not everyone, 
particularly not the sheep rais- 
ing farmers love the coyotes. 
They believe that they eat their 
lambs. But do they really? 


Objective observations show 
that the stomachs of the killed 


coyotes usually indicate that 
mice, rats, rabbits are the us-

ual coyotes diet. We believe 
that the chief destroyers of 
sheep are dogs, and mongrels 
bred in the bush by free running 
dogs. Thus it would seem that 
keeping dogs out of the woods 
and fields would do more 

good than the killing of coy- 
otes. 

The balance of nature is 
such ‘that any one-sided exter- 
mination of a certain animal 
species is harmful, often very 
harmful. 


DEPARTMENT KEEPS BOUNTY 

The department of lands 
‘and forests has no intention of 
disbanding the bounty system 
on wolves in Eastern Ontario, 
according to Cliff Thompson, a 
fish and wildlife officer from 
Westport. 

Mr. Thompson told members 
of Leeds and Grenville County 
council rumours are circulating 
that the department was trying 
to protect wolves in Eastern 
Ontario, "but | can assure you 
there is nothing further from 
our minds.” 

He said the bounty system 
was the only way to give hunt- 
ers the incentive to keep the 
wolf population under control 
and warned that without it 
wolves would take over and a 
lot of livestock would be lost 
in agricultural areas. 

In 1971, 340 wolves were 
killed in the nine Eastern 
Ontario counties. The depart- 
ment pays a bounty of $30.
